Alfred G. Vanderbilt, owner of the 3- 
year-old champion, told newsmen last 
week that the gray colt’s bruised foot 
would not allow further campaigning. He 
did not want to jeopardize the colt’s career 
by asking him to remain in training under 
his handicap. 

Mr. Vanderbilt left open the question 
of whether Native Dancer would return to 
the races next year. 

In a brilliant two-year career, Native 
Dancer has won 18 of 19 races, finished 
second once (to Dark Star in the Ken- 
tucky Derby), and has earned $743,920.

Argentinians Form 
New Import Firm 


A new method in the importation of 
Thoroughbreds is being worked out in 
New York City by three Argentinians, 
the brothers Julio and Carlos A. Mendite. 
guy and Dr. Jorge E. Manzano Small. 

The three have organized the Argentine 
Thoroughbred Import Company, with of. 
fices on New York’s Fifth Avenue. The 
company plans to bring horses to the U. 
S., and to condition them to racing here 
before any effort is made to sell them. 

According to Julio Menditeguy, “Our 
purpose in organizing this syndicate is 
two-fold: We are seeking to protect the 
American buyer, who often doesn’t know 
what value he is getting for his money 
when he purchases a horse from Argen- 
tina. Under our plan, the horse’s form in 
this country will be established, so the 
buyer will not be taking any unusual 
risks; second, the value of Argentine 
horses will increase as their ability to win 
increases, which will be to the advantage 
of Argentine owners and breeders. The 
two go hand in hand.” 

The company feels that most Thorough- 
breds imported from Argentina have not 
done their best in the U. S. because they 
were not given time to get used to a new 
environment before being asked to win 
races. With a sudden change in climate, 
feed, and training conditions, the Argen- 
tinian horse was at a loss. The partners 
believe it will take several months to bring 
out the best in imported horses. 

Dr. Small is a former practising attor- 
ney and newspaperman. The Menditeguys 
are polo players, amateur golfers, and 


Thoroughbred breeders. 


GIVEN A BREAK 


Jockey Robert J. Martin. who was sus- 
pended for ten years in 1951, last week 
was granted permission to return to Mary- 
land race tracks as an exercise boy. 

Martin was suspended for allegedly bet- 
ting on a horse other than his own mount 
in a race at the 1951 spring meeting at 
Laurel Race Course. 

D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, said he 
thought that the original suspension was 
fair; but, since several leading horsemen 
had interceded on Martin’s behalf, the 
commission decided to allow Martin to 
exercise horses. The remainder of the 
original suspension will be continued, and 
Martin will not be admitted to the racing 
area in the afternoons. 

Maryland horsemen who presented let- 
ters asking for Martin’s reinstatement in- 
cluded Danny Shea, Frank Bonsal, and

Esmont (near Charlottesville) Virginia 
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T. B. Cromwell 
Retires At 82 


After sixty-odd years as a newspaper 
man, most of it in close association with 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding, Thom- 
as B. Cromwell has indicated his intention 
to “take a rest.” Last week Mr. Cromwell 
announced that he had sold to his asso- 
ciate, John A. Bell III, his half-interest in 
the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, which 
he has operated from its offices on Barr 
Street in Lexington since it was organ- 
ized in 1935. 

As a young man Tom Cromwell was a 
crack reporter for the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
with a special talent for uncovering im- 
portant political news, Later he was 
racing writer and sports editor for the 
Enquirer, and early in the century he be- 
came managing editor of Frank Brunell’s 
Daily Racing Form in Chicago. Tabulated 
and annotated results charts had been de- 
veloped a few years earlier, and from 
these, in a crisis of competition with a 
St. Louis publication, Cromwell devised 
the first tabulated “past performances,” 
which for half a century have been con- 
sulted regularly by North American horse 
players. 

After his return to Lexington Mr. Crom- 


well established his own office and re- 
mained for years a correspondent for the 
Enquirer and Daily Racing Form. When 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation (later the Thoroughbred Horse As- 
sociation) was organized in 1916 he be- 
came its secretary and editor of its 


Bulletin. The Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 


ciation was, in many ways, a forerunner 
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of the present Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, especially in that 
it gave primary attention to its efforts to 
raise the very inadequate purse schedules 
of the tracks, 

In 1928, when the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association was dying, Mr. Cromwell re- 
signed as its secretary and decided to 
carry on in his own name a monthly pub- 
lication which became known as THE 
Bioop-Horse. In May, 1929, he changed 
the magazine from a monthly to a weekly. 
Through the worst years of the financial 
depression he kept the publication going, 
and in 1935 sold it to the newly organized 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation. 

Immediately afterwards he set up the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, with the 
idea that he would sell some insurance 
and spend a lot of his time fishing. The 
agency turned out to be about as much 
work as the magazine had been, and 
there hasn’t been as much fishing as he 
had hoped for. 

About three years ago he sold a half- 
interest in the agency to young John A. 
Bell III, and in February of 1953 Alex 
Bower, formerly managing editor of THE 
BLoop-Horse, joined the staff. Mr. Bower 
will continue as executive secretary, and 
Miss Tommy Bosworth and Miss Charlotte 
Ward as secretaries, Mr. Cromwell, at the 
age of 82, has got around to his fishing.

Glancing Back with DanStewart, 
Who Lasted Out Cronin the Cop 


CHICAGO 

Daniel Edward Stewart, currently train- 
ing a public stable at Hawthorne, was in 
a reminiscent mood the other day as he 
sat under the shed of a new barn watching 
a hot-walker water off a runner. 

Back near the turn of the century he 
had been an exercise boy for the late 
John J. Greeley. At that time Greeley 
owned a grocery store at 52nd and State 
Streets, Chicago, and raced horses at 
Hawthorne, Harlem, old Washington Park, 
Roby, and other Chicago tracks, of which 
only Hawthorne (built in 1891) remains. 

Greeley was a horse trader, also a good 
hand at developing new boys. and it was 
not unusual for him to have a few Thor- 
oughbreds in the barn behind the grocery 
store. When they needed exercise, it was 
customary to take them over to Washing- 
ton Park at 61st Street and Cottage Grove 
Avenue. 

But there were times when it was more 
convenient for a boy to gallop a horse in 
an alley between State Street and Wabash 
Avenue, or, better yet, on the bridle path 
in a public park called Washington Park, 
same name as the old race track, 

This involved a battle of wits with old 
Cronin, the cop, who didn’t approve of 
such shenannigans, and who threatened 
punishment for any boy he caught indul- 
ging in such reckless practices. Cronin’s 
threats lent zest to the morning chores of 
young Dan Stewart, a retired farmer’s son 
who had been born in the neighborhood. 
Nothing in the curriculum of the Perren 
School at 51st Street and Wabash Avenue 
was nearly as attractive to the 79-pound 
Dan as the horses in Greeley’s barn on 
the corner. 

Because of increasing weight, Stewart 
never became a jockey, and he soon quit 
galloping horses, But he remained as an 
assistant in the racing stable, and was 
still one of Greeley’s warmest friends when 
Greeley died in 1951 after a career of 
almost sixty years as a widely known, 
highly respected trainer. Greeley had been 
active to the day of his death. 

Stewart’s first trip away from home with 
the Greeley horses was in 1903, when he 
went to Essex Park, at Hot Springs. Ark..

predecessor and later contemporary of 
Oaklawn Park, which was opened in 1904 
by Louis Cella, of St. Louis, and John 
Condon, of Chicago. 

One of the boys developed by Greeley 
was a good rider named Laverne Sewell. 
Greeley sold Sewell’s contract to Charles 
Rowe. who won the World’s Fair Handicap 
at St. Louis in 1904 with Colonial Girl 
(by *Meddler), and who also owned First 
Mason. Rowe afterwards had a_ horse 
named Sewell, by Cesarion, one of Milton 
Young’s stallions at McGrathiana, 

Rowe sent Stewart to New York with 
the boy Sewell, and later to New Orleans 
with some horses Rowe owned in partner- 
ship with Howard Oots (still a familiar 
figure on the Turf and uncle of the prom- 
inent trainer and breeder Howard Wells). 
From New Orleans, Oots sent Stewart to

Lexington to take up some horses. He re- 
mained with Oots a long time thereafter. 

Stewart vividly recalls the winter day 
at Latonia when he rushed out of Minnie 
Morrison’s boarding house at the terror- 
izing cry of “Fire!” Only three barns 
were in use at the time. In one of these, 
occupied by horses owned by Oots and 
“Rome” Respess, a fire had started. Sev- 
eral horses were lost. Stewart shudders 
when he remembers that and other race 
track fires. 

As a trainer, Dan Stewart long was as- 
sociated with two of the most prominent 
turfmen of their time, the late Johnson 
N. Camden and the late Joseph E. Widen- 
er. For Senator Camden he trained the 
wonderful filly Rose of Sharon, daughter 
of *Light Brigade, out of Rosa Mundi, by 
Plaudit. 

A big, rugged, chestnut filly foaled in 
1926, Rose of Sharon “went wrong across 
her back” and was not raced at two. She 
made her first start at three at Lexington, 
finishing second to Judge Murphy. Two 
days later she beat Thistle Fyrn in the 
Ashland Oaks. She then defeated Lady 
Broadcast in the Kentucky Oaks, Current 
in the Illinois Oaks (Lady Broadcast 


third), and Ben Machree in the Latonia 

Oaks. 

Rose of Sharon ran her only bad race

The Good Lemon 


At Saratoga in 1927 Col. Phil T. Chinn 
sold to the late W. T. Waggoner, of Texas, 
a yearling colt by High Time out of 
*Lucrative, by Mordant. The pedigree was 
exceptional (*Lucrative was a half-sister 
to Zariba, and the second dam, St. Lucre, 
a half-sister to Fair Play and Friar Rock), 
the colt was a very attractive individual, 
and the price was $30,000. 


In four seasons of racing the black 
colt, under the name of Zacaweista, won 
a dozen races and got seconds in a couple 
of handicaps, but his total earnings were 
$13,992—less than half his purchase price. 
He passed into the hands of Albert Sabath. 
who first leased and then sold him hack 
to his breeder. Colonel Chinn “always 
liked the horse,” and gave him a chance 
in the stud: 


Zacaweista turned out quick, durable, 
short-distance runners by the dozen, and 
in the course of his long stud career got 
the stakes winners Saturn, Roy T., Sketch- 
book, Zacharias, Zacatine, Zaca Rosa, 
Kind Gesture, Zaca Gray. High Resolve. 
Autocrat, Sole Parate, Buzfuz. Sweet Ca- 
price, and High Frequency. Autocrat just 
missed classic ranking, and Buzfuz was 
one of the toughest sprinters of his time. 
By the end of 1952 the offspring of the 
$30,000 “lemon” had earned a total of 
$2,629,117. 

Zacaweista was retired from service 
after the 1950 season, but in 1952 was 
bred to one mare (Flower Box), and got 
her in foal. Lately, since Colonel Chinn 
lost his lease at Hartland Farm (now Pin 
Oak), the old horse has been a pensioner 
at the rented Andrews farm, opposite Cal- 
umet Farm on the Viley Road near Lex- 
ington. The 27-year-old stallion appeared 
quite well on the evening of September 17. 
Next morning he was found dead in his 
stall. 


Real Delight Retired 


When the Calumet Farm stable was 
shipped to California at the end of the 
Washington Park meeting in Chicago, one 
of its most illustrious members was miss- 
ing. The 4-year-old filly Real Delight was 
sent to Calumet Farm at Lexington, with 
the expectation that she will enter the stud 
next year. 

A big filly, standing 16:2, Real Delight 
was fired for a high splint in the spring 
of 1951 and did not race as a 2-year-old. 
At three she was the best of her sex in 
competition, winning 11 of her 12 races, 
finishing second in the other, and earning 
$236,272. This year she did not race until 
July, at Arlington Park, and finished 
fourth in her first effort of the year. The 
next start produced a victory, under top 


weight, in the Arlington Matron Handicap, 
but in the Grassland Handicap in mid- 
August Real Delight, for the first time in 
her life, finished far back among the un- 
placed. This was her last start, and she 
retires with total earnings of $261,822, 
and 12 wins in 15 starts. 


By Bull Lea out of Blue Delight, by 
Blue Larkspur, Real Delight is a sister 
to the stakes winners All Blue and Bub- 
bley, and represents the fifth successive 
generation of stakes-winning mares in her 
family. 


Looking Ahead 


In recent weeks Warner L. Jones Jr.. 
breeder of this year’s Kentucky Derby win- 
ner, Dark Star, has added considerable po- 


tential to his Hermitage Farm broodmare 


band. 


From Thomas Piatt, he purchased the 
3-year-old Lillal, and in her first start in 
Jones’ silks she finished second in the 
Misty Isle Handicap at Washington Park. 
In her previous four starts for Piatt, she 
had won twice, finished second once and 
third in the Debutante Stakes at Church- 
ill Downs last season, However. she came 
out of the Misty Isle with an injured knee 
and it will be several months before she 
can race again. Jones probably will race 
her another season, before retiring her 
permanently to the stud. 


From E. M. O’Brien, Jones bought the 
stakes-winning Bank Account. Winner of 
the Rosedale Stakes at two, the 5-year-old 
daughter by Shut Out out of Balla Tryst

Another Jones purchase was Clever Re- 
ward, a 4-year-old daughter of Reaping 
Reward out of Clever Song, which he bred 
and sold privately as a yearling.

Clever Song 
was one of Jones’ most successful pro- 
ducers. foaling three stakes winners—- 
Ariel Song, Happy Birthday. and Quiz 
Song. 

Jones also purchased two 3-year-old 
fillies for future service at Hermitage— 
Develin. by Devil Diver out of Colosseum 
and Swiveling, by *Vezzano out of Swivel. 


*Watling Street’s Sudden Death 


In his stall at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky.. Lord Derby’s *Watling Street ap- 
peared perfectly well on the evening of 
Friday, September 16. A watchman making 
his rounds in the early hours of Satur- 
day morning found the horse dead, appar- 
ently of a heart attack. The 1942 Derby 
winner may have died in his sleep. “Not 
a straw in his stall had been moved.” 
Arthur B. Hancock Jr. reported, 

Foaled in 1939 at the Stanley House 
Stud, *Watling Street was a bay horse by 
Fairway out of Ranai, by Rabelais out of 
Dark Sedge. by Prestige. He was a full 
brother to the top-class Garden Path. His 
dam also produced the good stakes winner 
Fleet Street and seven other winners, in- 
cluding *Hydrangea IT. a mare purchased 
in 1951 for the Claiborne stud. As a 3- 
year-old in 1942 *Watling Street won the 
New Derby and finished second to Big 
Game in the New Two Thousand Guineas 
and second to the outstanding filly Sun 

_ Chariot in the New St. Leger. At the end 
of the season he was ranked third in the 
3-year-old Free Handicap. behind Sun 
Chariot and Big Game. 

In Lord Derby’s Stanley House Stud. 
*Watline Street had sired the winners of 
£81.991 in England and Ireland by the 
end of 1952. His first 2-year-olds raced in 
1946, and in recent years he has been 
among the leading 20 on the sire list. In 
Italy last year he was represented by the 
good filly Clementina. 

Last summer *Watling Street was 
brought to the U. S. to stand at Claiborne 
under a lease arrangement. His death came 
after one season in the stud here. About 
eighteen mares are thought to be in foal 
to him. 


Broke Even Moves

in the inaugural running of the Arlington 
Classic of 1929, finishing unplaced to the 
colt Blue Larkspur, only 3-year-old that 
season which ranked with Senator Cam- 
den’s filly.

After the Classic, Rose 
of Sharon beat Karl Eitel, Dr. Freeland, 
and others in the Test Stakes at Haw- 
thorne, then went East where she won 
the Potomac Handicap at Havre de Grace 
from Glen Wild, The Nut, and ten others. 
She broke down at Laurel.

Oaklawn on Schedule 


Expansion of the grandstand at Oak- 
lawn Park, Hot Springs, Ark., is proceed- 
ing on schedule, according to R. Stanley 
Weber, general manager of the Oaklawn 
Jockey Club. 


The grandstand is being extended 126 
feet for the 1954 Qaklawn meeting, sched- 
uled to open in late February. The new 
extension will increase the seating capacity 
of the stands to 6,000. and will permit the 
installation of more boxes. Remodeling 
plans also include a new track restaurant. 


Keeneland’s New Finish 


Because of an enlarged grandstand, the 
finish line at Keeneland race track has 
been moved 184 feet closer to the first 
turn. The new line is approximately in 
the center of the new grandstand section. 


The relocation will not permit races at 
js miles to be run at future Keeneland 
meetings. However, it now will be pos- 
sible to run races at almost one mile 
(seven furlongs and 184 feet) out of the 
chute on the backstretch. 


At the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners in Boston last June, members 
of the Illinois Racing Board asked for 
open discussion of rules in regard to 
claiming and claimed horses. They got 
some discussion, but no great amount of 
enlightment: the full assembly, with a 
schedule already crowded, proved a clumsy 
medium for handling such an involved 
problem. It was suggested to the gentle- 
men from Illinois that a regional confer- 
ence might be more effective, since regional 
uniformity of rules should be more easily 
obtainable than national uniformity. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
conference to be held at Lexington Oc- 
tober 15, 16, and 17. Clement A. Nance, 
secretary of the Illinois Racing Board, has 
sent invitations to the racing commissions 
of Arkansas, Colorado, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, Nebraska, Ohio, and _ Louisiana. 
The replies are not all in, but tentatively 
it is expected that about twenty-five com- 
missioners will attend, with the Kentucky 
commission acting as host. 

Gus Owens, secretary of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, has been placed in 
charge of the entertainment incidental to 
the meeting, and this week he announced 
the schedule. Headquarters for the confer- 
ence will be the Lafayette Hotel, and most 


of the visiting commissioners are expected 
to register by Wednesday night, Octo- 
ber 14, when Daily Racing Form will en- 
tertain at dinner.

An extra session has been added to the 
Keeneland fall sale of breeding stock 
and other horses to account for the dis- 
persal of horses owned by the estate of 
William L. Brann. Sessions already had 
been scheduled for the afternoons and 
evenings of November 2 and 3 and for 
the afternoon of November 4. The Brann 
estate dispersal, for which arrangements 
with the Breeders’ Sales Company were 
not made until Tuesday of this week, was 
set for 10 o’clock on the morning of Tues- 
day, November 3. 

The mares and other stock from Glade 
Valley Farm in Maryland will be pre- 
pared for the sales under the direction of 
A. B. Hancock Jr. of Claiborne Farm, who 
bought the Brann stock this week from 
the estate. The catalogue will include the 
stallions Pictor and *Fast and Fair, 15 
broodmares, five yearlings, and possibly 
eight weanlings. 

Mr. Brann’s good fortune as a breeder 
and owner were based largely upon his 
possession of the very successful sire 
*Challenger II. Seven of the mares to be 
sold are his daughters: Challadant, Chal- 
ledonna (sister to Challedon), Gallita 
(sister to Gallorette), Legendra and 
Mystic (sisters to Pictor), Orvieto, and 
Widdimere.

BOOK REVIEW 


Textbook on the Horse 


THE HORSE, Judging, Breeding, Feed- 
ing, Management, Selling, by D. J. Kays. 
A. S. Barnes and Company, $7.50. 


Professor Kays, of the Department of 
Animal Science at Ohio State University, 
has produced a volume of nearly five 
hundred pages which is essentially a text- 
book. It covers heavy and light breeds 
and a great variety of subjects, as the 
subtitle indicates; it constitutes a quick 
survey of various phases of a broad field 
of knowledge without exhaustive discus- 
sion at any point. Questions are appended 
at the end of each chapter. 

Known as one of the country’s leading 
show-ring judges, Professor Kays is at his 
best in discussing standards of physical 
excellence and deficiency, and succeeds in 
clarifying for the beginner some of the 
mechanics of the equine skeleton. The 
general principle is stated that a horse 
should be judged in reference to his 
function, and suggestions for judging are 
given at length. There is no study indi- 
cating how well judges have been able to 
guess the function of an individual horse. 

There is some comment on nearly every 
phase of horse husbandry, from external 
parasites to economics; thus Professor 
Kays provides a summary of unusually 
wide range in a field where comprehen- 
sive coverage has almost disappeared. On 
genetics and the mathematics of breed 
improvement. however, there is nothing.

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Three Questions, Two Answers 


At Thoroughbred Club Session 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
its meeting at the Lafayette Hotel, Lex- 
ington, at noon Saturday, September 19, 
was asked three questions, gave two 
answers. 


Two of the questions were briefly stated 
by Ira Drymon, who presided in the ab- 
sence of President George Swinebroad. 
and just as briefly answered by those in 
attendance. 

“What is a maiden mare?” Drymon 
asked, explaining that a disagreement had 
come up. Thomas Piatt said that a maiden 
mare was one which had not produced a 
foal. He was a minority of one. All the 
other breeders agreed that a maiden mare 
is one which has never been bred. 


In the last previous meeting of the club 
there had been some discussion as to the 
possible harmful effects of hormones as 
used on the race track, but the results 
were inconclusive. As a matter of clari- 
fication, Drymon asked for a show of 
hands on the question: 

“How many of you have experienced 
greater difficulty than normal in getting 
maiden mares in foal?” 

Not a hand went up. 

Drymon restated the question: “How 
many have found that maiden mares from 
the race track have been no harder to get 
in foal than such mares were in earlier 
years?” 

Every breeder in the room raised his 
hand. The crowd was smaller than usual, 
but a total of about thirty breeders and 
managers were present. The sample was 
at complete variance with earlier protesta- 
tions by large-scale breeders and _veteri- 
narians that the fertility ratio for maiden 
mares had dropped significantly since the 
introduction of hormone therapy (and pos- 
sibly attempted hormone stimulation) on 
the race track, and suggested that fur- 
ther studies will be needed to establish 
whether there has been an actual decline 
in the breeding efficiency of young mares. 

The third question was posed by a letter 
written by Pat Lynch, of the New York 
Journal-American to George Swinebroad, 
president of the club, and read to the 
members by Mr. Drymon. Lynch was con- 
cerned over what he called “an incredible 
situation.” His letter, in part: 


The entire concept of American racing, that is, 
running on the dirt, is being uprooted to accommo- 
date foreign horses. When a horse like Wilwyn 
takes the International race, even though it is 
against second-flight American stock, what is the 
conclusion to be drawn in other countries? It must 
be this: That English and French horses are su- 
perior to the American breed. .. . 

If you think this reasoning unworthy, I would 


respectfully refer you to the ever-growing importa- 
tion of foreign horses to this country, which in 
time must affect the economics of our own breeders. 


I would also like to tell you that I have been 
in touch with Mr. Jack Gerber of England. Mr. 
Gerber is a very successful turfman in England 
and is the owner of the fine filly Bebe Grande. 
The success of Wilwyn, *Royal Serenade, *Royal 
Vale, etc., has led Mr. Gerber to believe that Eng- 
lish stock is vastly superior to American and (he) 
is planning, at the moment, a scale of importation 
of runners. This feeling, too, has taken hold with 
American owners, as imported stock finds a ready 
market here. 

The greatest single impetus to this feeling is 
grass-course racing. There is no doubt that the 
foreigners do very well upon grass. But there is 
also no doubt in my mind that, if American 
breeders would concentrate upon it, that it would 
be met with equal success. 


As it stands now. Arlington Park, for instance. 
has carded as much as half of a program upon 
the grass. Santa Anita, enamored by the _ inter- 
national thesis, has carded the $100,000-added San 
Juan Capistrano upon the turf this winter. Hialeah 
has just upped the Miami Beach Handicap on the 
grass to $50,000, I believe. 


Lynch had various objections to the ex- 
tension of turf racing in the U. S. 


1) It is one-way traffic; European tracks ~ 


welcome American competition. “but quite 
sensibly upon their own basis of oper- 
ation.” 


2) It is “not conducive to a true race, 
which is quite understandable to me, with 
the abruptness of turns and the general 
milling on cut-down courses.” 


3) Grass courses cannot be kept in as 
good condition as in Europe. 


4) “International sports very often have 
a habit of back-firing at comvlete variance 
with their reason for being.” 


The question raised as a result of the 
letter from Lynch was: Did breeders have 
any opinions as to the effect turf racing 
might have upon them as breeders? 

There was considerable discussion, dur- 
ing which Joe Thomas reported the results 
of a sample study which indicated that 
erass races drew slightly higher betting at 
Washington Park than the races imme- 
diately before and after them, and slichtly 
less at Atlantic City; it was admitted that 
erass courses in America are not generally 
kept in the best condition: Ray Cassell 
contended, on the basis of his polo ex- 
verience, that grass courses, if properly 
tiled, could be kept in excellent condition. 
But breeders had no comment on the long- 
range effect of grass racing. 


Directors of the Thoroughbred Club this 
week named a committee—Olin Gentry.

Urged to Improve 


Quality of Stock

DENVER 


Centennial race track at Littleton, Colo., 
seven miles from Denver. completed its 
fourth season of racing on September 12. 
Centennial still is not big-time, but it has 
compiled a substantial record for a track 
established in an area where a few years 
ago hardly anyone knew that a Thorough- 
bred was a race horse. 


Denver once had two tracks, Jewel Park 
and Overland Park, but both went out 
of business. More than 30 years elapsed 
between Overland’s collapse and the legal- 
izing in November, 1948, of pari-mutuel 
wagering on horse races in Colorado. 


The legalizing amendment, however, did 
not create Turf fans. Most of the people 
in Colorado had never followed the races, 
and as a result, didn’t understand tote 
boards and past performances. Another 
drawback was that Denver doesn’t attract 
many summer tourists. Most visitors to 
Colorado spend their vacations in the 
more remote mountain towns. 


Centennial’s first meeting of 46 days 
was held in 1950. Each year since then 
the track has had 50 days of racing, usual- 
ly opening about the first of July and con- 
tinuing until early September. Because 
mutuel figures are much higher in the last 
half of the week, Centennial, always dark 
on Mondays, is dark also on Tuesdays 
during the early part of each meeting. 


Centennial’s mutuel handle has increas- 
ed each year until this season. Two factors 
which hurt the handle this year were 
heavy rains and a lack of “known” horses. 
The following table shows Centennial’s 
attendance and mutuel handles for each 


year.

Most horses at Centennial are little 
different from those found at other tracks 
operating on similar pocketbooks, Many 
of the stables that work the Ak-Sar-Ben 
meeting at Omaha make Denver their next 


stop. The neighboring Stetes of Texas. 
Arizona, Oklahoma, New Mexico, and 
Kansas provide most of the horses for 
Centennial. A few strings come in from 
California; fewer come from east of the 
Mississippi. 

It is the opinion of Ivan Thomas, Cen- 
tennial’s director of racing, that the fu- 
ture of Colorado racing will depend to 
a large degree on the quality of horses 
bred locally. 

Mr. Thomas feels that “Colorado breed- 
ers, owners, and trainers should be en- 
couraged to increase the quality of their 
own stock. It is my belief that the future 
here depends on this State’s ability to 
breed good horses.” 

To back up this belief. Mr. Thomas re- 
cently announced that the purse for the 
1954 Colorado Breeders Stakes will be in-

creased from $2,500 added to $4,000 
added. Mr. Thomas will be president of 
Centennial next year. 

Purses are a limiting factor in attract- 
ing top horses to Centennial, but, as has 
been noted at other small tracks, many of 
the higher purses draw about the same 
horses as the less attractive features, 

The average card at Centennial in- 
cludes two races for $1,000 claimers, with 
a purse of $1,000; one 2-year-old race, 
with a purse of $1,100; a feature for 3- 
year olds and upward at six furlongs, 
with a purse of $1,300; one race for 3- 
year-olds, with a purse of $1,100; one race 
for $2,500 claimers, with a purse of 
$1.200; and a distance contest of 1% 
miles or more, with a purse of $1,300.

Handicap, the Centennial Derby, the Col- 


orado Mile, the Rocky Mountain Handi- 
cap, and the Colorado Futurity, offer 
purses from $5,000 added to $10,000 
added. 


A few horses have gained special esteem 
in the eyes of Colorado race fans. Leading 
the list is Phil D., which began his racing 
career at Centennial four years ago. Phil 
D. now has won $164,455 for his owner, 
W. C. Martin, of Stratford, Texas. This 
year he won both the $7,500-added Colo- 
rado Mile and the $10,000-added Rocky 
Mountain Handicap. 

Another favorite is *Duke of Mala, an 
Irish-bred 3-year-old owned by J. B. 
Allison, Colorado Springs rancher. *Duke 
of Mala, a son of Windsor Slipper—Ins 
an Mala, won the 1953 Centennial Derby, 
and now is awaiting the 3-year-old stakes 
at the new Las Vegas track. 


Added to the list this season was Blue 
Call, a 2-year-old filly owned by W. D. 
Rorick and L. O. Lane, of Johnson, Kans- 
as. She won the $5,000-added Colorado Fu- 
turity on closing day, Before coming to 


Centennial, she won a $5.000 stakes for 
2-year-olds at Ak-Sar-Ben. Blue Call, by 
Blue Pair—Army Call, by *Jacopo, was 
bred by Fred B. Koontz, and sold at the 
1952 Keeneland fall sales for $1,000 to 
her present owners. Blue Pair now stands 
at Mr. Koontz’s Paulfred Farm, Tulsa, 
Okla. 


Although Centennial cannot attract 
many of the top horses because of its 
mutuel handle, it has a modern three- 
million dollar plant. The grandstand, built 
on several levels, has a seating capacity 
of 5,500; the infield has three free-form 
lakes, which are populated by wild geese 
during most of the meeting. 

Many improvements were made for this 
year’s meeting. A new paddock was built 
directly in front of the grandstand. The 
old paddock, at the side of the grandstand, 
was saved for use in rainy weather. A new 
restaurant, the Skyroom, was added to 
improve dining facilities. 

Most important to the horsemen, how- 
ever, was the resurfacing of the track. 
Since the first meeting, many owners and 
trainers had felt that the track lacked 
resiliency. The original sand-clay mixture 
packed firmer and firmer, until Centennial

was called “the fastest track in the West.” 
Because of the track condition, many 
stables came to Centennial for one meet- 
ing, and did not return, 


Early this spring, 7,000 yards of sand 
and loam were spread over the track to 
a depth of four inches. The use of a 
rotary tiller previously had removed much 
of the hardness from the original surface. 


Dr. R. Scott Jackson. Centennial veter- 
inarian, says there still is a need for higher 
sand content in the track. “However,” Dr. 
Jackson added, “It’s much better than in 
previous years. We have had far fewer 
cases of soreness this season.” 


There are stalls for approximately 1,000 
horses at Centennial. The wooden barns 
are not the last word in stable design, but 
they are new and fairly clean. One draw- 
back is their wood and tar-paper roof 
construction, which would allow a fire to 
spread quickly. The stable area has some 
hydrants and hose reels, but. in the event 
of a major fire. the track would have to 
depend primarily upon Littleton’s volun- 
teer fire department. 

As a fire-prevention measure, Centennial 
operates a 24-hour patrol. using two radio- 
equipped jeeps during the night. Fire 
drills have been attempted. but they met 
with no success, 


Centennial’s future appears promising, 
if not brilliant. Many observers feel that 
the track over-estimated its potential at 
the beginning and spent too much money 
on the plant. Others feel that the track’s 
ponderous 40-man directorship makes for 
clumsy administration. 

But there is nothing wrong with Cen- 
tennial that more bettors can’t cure.

This is the fifth in a series of reports on 
a round-table discussion by The Jockey 
Club and attended by 18 men representing 
various phases of the Thoroughbred In- 
dustry. 


“Why do we not enter forty-eight hours 
before a race instead of twenty-four hours? 
(We do for Monday’s races without 
trouble ).” 


MR. CAMPBELL. Well every hour we 
enter ahead of time, makes it worse for 
the association. If you enter 48 hours 
ahead of time, you’ve got 24 more hours 
for track conditions to change or a horse 
to get sick, to wreck a race. You do it on 
Saturday for Monday, and it would be 
better if we took entries on Sunday, but 
nobody wants to work on Sunday. If you 
enter 48 hours before a race it’s no bene- 
fit to anybody that I know of. 

I took a vote twice on it, about early 
entries, and the trainers were overwhelm- 
ing in keeping it at 24. 

MR. PHIPPS. I think some trainers 
breeze their horse, they put him in the 
entries, and the race doesn’t fill or they’re 
on the eligible list or out altogether, so 
they have to do it again. They don’t know 
how to train their horse with the assur- 
ance they were going to run and the race 
was going to fill. 

MR. PERLMAN. The fact that you take 
them Saturday for Monday completely dis- 
proves the argument, because your Mon- 
day cards are always filled, if anything a 
little earlier than the others and your 
Monday cards on the whole are every bit 
as good as any others you have during 
the week. 

MR. CAMPBELL, It still doesn’t obvi- 


ate the fact that track conditions can

change during that time and wreck a 
card. 

MR. PERLMAN. I don’t see that it 
makes any difference. Sometimes they 
don’t change over a week end and some- 
times they change in 2 hours. The weather 
is certainly something you can’t predict. 

MR. CAMPBELL. But you should take 
advantage of the other 24 hours if you can. 

MR. PERLMAN, I think it has many 
advantages in this respect. It has no great 
advantage to us. I think if we could sell a 
paper at the race track in New York with 
the past performances for the next day’s 
races, the way we do in California because 
of the vast difference in time, I think it 
would be a great advantage because a lot 
of owners and people that go to the track 
in the afternoon would like to have a paper 
with the past performances. We don’t do 
that and it has no advantages to us at all 
but it would be a great advantage, par- 
ticularly for the other newspapers if en- 
tries were closed earlier in the day, like 
9 o'clock in the morning, because the 
handicappers just don’t have a chance. 
How can a man get entries at 12 o’clock 
and do a decent job in making the lines, 
prices, comments. handicaps—the handi- 
cappers don’t do justice to themselves, the 
public doesn’t get a decent break, because 
we have no time to do it, It’s far less of 
a hardship for us because we don’t go 
to press until 6:30 at night. Another thing, 
when entries are late you miss many edi- 
tions which have very wide circulation. 
That is not nearly as bad in New York as 
it is in other places. Generally speaking 
I think New York entries are closed better 
than any place in the country and are 
less of a hardship. In Chicago for a while 
they were closing entries at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon, we were going to press at 5 
without past performances and we finally 
discontinued them. But I think if entries 
were closed at 9 o’clock. you could start 
taking them the previous afternoon and 
keep them open until 9 o'clock in the 
morning. I know it’s a great advantage 
to the newspapermen and also to the race 
track because every edition that’s publish- 
ed would have them in. Some days you 
don’t close early and you miss probably a 
million in circulation. 

MR. BURCH. I agree with Mr. Perlman 
except that I feel like Mr. Campbell does, 
that some of your races are going to be 
scratched down on account of changes in 
conditions. A great many horsemen today 
blow their horses out or give them a 
sharp move the day before the race. If 
the horse is already entered in a race 
before you do that, that will influence you 
a whole lot whether you will run him or 
not the next day. The hardship is all with 
the racing associations, not with the horse- 
men. 


Closing Deadlines and Stable Help 


MR. JACOBS. I think the hardship will 
be on the racing associations. New York 
especially runs a lot of small fields—you 
get good races with small fields—you take 
a 5 horse race with good horses, one blows 
out, pulls up a little sore, you can’t run 
him, whereas the day before he wouldn’t 
have put him in at all. 


MR, PERLMAN. I don’t think there’s 
any advantage to having the 48 hours. I 
think 9 o’clock the next morning would be 
just as good. What time do you usually 
get your entries now? 

MR. ORTELL. Yesterday for instance 
we got them 11:25. 


MR. JACOBS. You say 9 o’clock. I 
know Santa Anita had a 9 o'clock closing 
but how many days would it close at 9 
o’clock? When I was out there, very sel- 
dom was it closed at 9 o’clock. Many days 
it was 10 o’clock. 

MR. PERLMAN. If you made it at 9 
and got them at 10 I think it would help 
the newspapermen. 


MR. JACOBS. I mean it wasn’t closed 
until 10 o’clock. Here they close at 10. 
Now and then they might be a little later. 

MR. RUTCHICK. I believe we have the 
best Stewards in the country right here in 
New York. When it comes to scratch, they 
let us out. A horseman gives a reasonable 
excuse. That’s more than we get out of 
town. And if you’re going to make entries 
48 hours in advance with short fields—4 
or 5 horses—Mr. Campbell lets the race 
go. And at 48 hours, you may have walk- 
overs, 

MR. WHITNEY. What about 9 o’clock? 

MR. RUTCHICK. 9 o’clock—it might be 
worked out instead of 10:30. 

MR. PERLMAN. I think the caliber of 
races in New York. where you permit 5 
horse fields, sometimes even 4, that 48 
hours would definitely not be advisable. At 
Lincoln Downs in Providence, Gordon Mor- 
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row the racing secretary, has found it to 
be a great advantage, not having to close 
a certain period ahead. He can keep it 
open and frequently get other horses that 
he could not have otherwise gotten. He has 
been very successful with it and has been 
able to get some good fields at all times. 


MR. CASSIDY. It’s quite different there. 
MR. PERLMAN. It would be a great 


advantage if the newspapers could get en- 
tries even by 10. 


MR. ORTELL. May I supplement Mr. 
Perlman’s statement. I think this year the 
New York newspapers supported racing 
wholeheartedly. Now the question is, what 
time do I have to get the entries in? The 
same applies to all afternoon newspapers. 
When Wall Street reports come in, they 
don’t care for anything downstairs. All 
machines are turned over to Wall Street. 
Racing’s late. They’re lucky they can get 
a machine. They have to give the foreman 
on the flood a badge to go to the races and 
a ticket for his wife once in a while. So 
an earlier closing would help that situation 
out. Then with us, if we get the entries 
late, he says, “Well, I can’t figure them 
out, I can’t get any dope.” “Oh, pick them 
anyway. give us something. We've got to 
have something.” If we don’t get those ma- 
chines going, they'll take them away from 
us. That applies not only to the World 
Telegram but to all. Wall Street closing 
seems to have a tremendous influence, So 
we must get out of the way. I think that a 


little earlier closing would help a whole 
lot. 


MR. RUTCHICK. I believe it could be 


worked out. I don’t think any of us would 


‘have any objection to closing the entries 


at 9:30. 
MR. JACOBS. I’ve got a telephone and 


I can call my entries in; if it was 9 o'clock 
I'd do it. But generally. you’ve got a lot 
of horses. you get them in and out, and 
time catches up on you and at 9 o'clock 
you have to hustle. 


MR. BURCH. Mr. Campbell, would 
there be any disadvantage if you took 
entries the afternoon before? 

MR. CAMPBELL. We’re always willing 
to take entries the afternoon before. 

MR. BURCH. And close them the next 
day? 

Would there be any disadvantage? 
Would it hurt your races? Would it get 
out that so and so is in the 5th race? 

MR. CAMPBELL. It probably would. 

MR. LUSSKY. Would this be a remedy 
to it or a disadvantage if every day you 
had 2 substitute races in your book. I’m 
in a commercial business and if we get 
a telephone order we get a little bit quicker 
service than if it’s a mail order. If you had 
2 substitute races every day and _ the 
trainer was negligent in not turning in 
his entries in time enough for you to re- 
lease it at 9 o’clock or 9:30 then you would 
use one of the substitute races in case the 
race doesn’t fill, And it wouldn’t take you 
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no longer than a week to get every trainer 
on the race track to take care of his own 
entries to see his horse is entered in a 
race he wanted to go. That would be my 
solution. 

MR. CAMPBELL. I think I started put- 
ting on the substitute races and did away 
with it around here because a lot of them 
put them in the substitute races, and they 
would go in other races. and then the sub- 
stitute races wouldn’t fill and they’d get 
sore about it. So I put very few substitutes 
on now. 

MR. O’BRIEN. I’m in favor of closing 
24 hours, not 48 hours. Knowing how the 
horsemen make the entries at the track, I 
have particularly in mind Hirsch Jacobs, 
because I know he blows his horses out 
that morning and if it’s all right he goes 
over and makes the entry. Perhaps we 
could step it up a half hour in the morn- 
ing for the convenience of the public. 

MR. WIDENER. I think that’s a very 
great handicap on the trainers, don’t you? 

MR. O’BRIEN. The trainer at the time 
is pushed with the 10 o’clock closing, or 
10:15. It does work a hardship on the 
trainer, But I think with our liberal scratch 
rule in New York the 48 hours isn’t 
possible. 

MR. CASSIDY. I think Jack conducted 
a poll on the subject. 

MR. CAMPBELL. I conducted 2 polls 
2 different years. 95% to 98% of the 
trainers were all in favor of the 11 o’clock 
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closing time. The first poll was 9 o'clock 
the second poll was 9, 10. 10:30, and 11. 
85% of those were in favor of the 11. 
And we had that meeting and agreed on 
10:15, which they said would be satis- 
factory. If you get it much earlier than 
10:15 it’s not very convenient. 

MR. CASSIDY, From your standpoint, 
is there any difference, one way of the 
other, from the operational standpoint, in 
closing them at 9 o’clock? 

MR. CAMPBELL. You have to get those 
men out there at 6:30 in the morning and 
we've got 3 different race tracks for them 
to go to. 

MR. JACOBS. It’s a hustle and bustle 
to get over. They close them at 9 o'clock 
at Santa Anita, but all you had to do all 
morning was to keep looking at your 
watch. It’s all right if someone has one or 
two horses, or you got some stable agent. 

MR. PERLMAN. I think it should be 
tried. It all depends on whether you want 
a sport which you are going to publicize in 
the newspapers or just a roulette wheel 
and keep the numbers secret. I think an 
effort should be made because the hard- 
ship on the newspaperman I think is great- 
er than the hardship on the trainers. 

MR. KELLEY, I think it’s important to 
stop talking about hardship on the news- 
papermen, It’s not a hardship on the news- 
papermen, If they can’t get the entries they 
can’t get them. The hardship falls eventu- 
ally on racing and the purpose of this 
meeting to my mind is to try to get a uni- 
versal idea of what is good and what is 
bad for racing. Frank speaks of the ma- 
chines being lost to the stock market, it’s 
not hurting Frank, it’s hurting racing. I 
think it’s important to get that fact in 
mind, The newspapermen are not asking 
for favors for themselves. They are asking 
for the ability to do a better job for the 
eventual good of racing. If racing can get 
along without the public why then they 
can go ahead and do it. But it cannot get 
along without the public and the news- 
papermen are not fighting anyone, or 
criticizing anyone, they are simply trying 
to do as good a job as they can because 
they too are a part of racing. If racing 
fails, they fail and they lose their job. 


“Why don’t the racing associations have 
more optional claiming races, with beaten 
races as part of the conditions? This move 
would serve to stop racketeering.” 

MR. CAMPBELL. Well I’m experiment- 
ing with the optional claiming races to see 
how they work out. 

I can’t say I like very much of them. 

MR. CASSIDY. What do you think is 
the value of optional claiming races? 

MR. JACOBS. They’re all right in their 
place, a few of them scattered through. 
I don’t say use all optional claiming races. 

MR. CASSIDY. But what is the value? 

MR. JACOBS. If you have a horse, you 
might run any horse, say, for $5,000. You 
don’t think he’s that good. You don’t think 


he’s a good horse, you think he’s worth . 


$5,000. And he happens to win. If you 
don’t lose him, there might be a chance 
that you could run him in an optional 
claiming race then, run him back for 
$5,000. Then if he wins, maybe you could 
run him in an optional claiming race for 
$7,500 without losing him. 

MR. CASSIDY. You could run him in 
a claiming race without losing him. 

MR. JACOBS. You're going to lose him 
if you run him in a claiming race and it 
might be a young horse. You might save 
him, you might not lose him, that’s all. 
But I’m not saying you can’t run a $20,000 
horse for $5,000 without taking a chance, 
If you’ve got a horse that you never ran 
in a claiming race, and you run him for 
the claiming price, you’ve got to run him 
for the claiming price to be eligible to 
run in an optional claiming race, and if 
you run him for $5,000 in a claiming race, 
you're going to give someone a chance to 
claim a pretty good horse. If you get away 
with it you’re doing all right but if you 
don’t get away with it you’re out of luck. 

MR. CASSIDY. But the rule is just pro- 
tecting a man against his judgment. If he 
thinks his horse is worth $5.000 and he 
runs him in a $5,000 claiming race and 
he wins, then he is supposed to use his 
judgment to run him for $7,500 or $10,000 
or in a condition race. 

MR. BOWER. The point of it is, Mr, 
Cassidy, if you’ve got a $5,000 horse and 
you like him, why do you have to put him 
on the block all the time? 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s the caliber and 
type of horse you get. It permits other 
horses to be run in that category that may 
be of a considerably higher value. 

MR. BOWER. The trouble is you have 
a horse you want to keep, he’s a useful 
horse you have no place to race him ex- 
cept in a claiming race. 

MR. CASSIDY. Of course, that’s the 
category. That’s the only category we have. 

MR. JACOBS. You have any horse, you 
run him in a claiming race for $5,000 and 
he happens to win it or he might even get 
beat. Then the next time you run him you 
don’t want to lose him, you run him back 
for that optional claiming for $5,000 with- 
out the claiming price, and you still got 
a chance to keep him and you’re running 
him in the same class. 

But the way they had it out there, you 
ran in an optional claiming race say for 
$5,000 and you ran without the claiming 
price and you won it, you couldn’t run him 
back in that $5,000 class any more unless 
you put the claiming price on, Then he’s 
subject to claim. 

MR. CASSIDY. That stops a good horse 
from going on. It stops him from going on 
winning races for $5,000. 

MR. JACOBS. He can’t run for $5,000. 
You run him in the next one for $7,500. 
In the class for $7,500. you run him with- 
out the claiming price, and if he should 
happen to win that, well then he’s got to 
move up into the next class. Then if you 
find he’s not good enough to move up, that 
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he can’t win one of the higher ones, you 
still have the option of dropping him with 
the claiming price on where he’s subject 
to claim. Nobody’s putting anything over 
by it that way. Everyone has some young 
horses or any kind of horses he'd like to 
keep. 

We'll get on to Peter Lane. He won for 
$15.000 but he also won for $7.000 so he 
was eligible for a race for $7.500 because 
he had run for $7,500 that year and he 
was eligible. Hoplite won for $7,500 but 
he also ran for $3,500 and he was eligible. 
He won two races for $3,500. 


“Do grooms and other stable help have 
to sleep in stables?” 


MR. BURCH. I think that means do you 
have to have them in there to protect your 
horses. 

MR. BOWER. It might also have refer- 
ence to the lack of facilities at some tracks. 

MR. CASSIDY. It’s whether sleeping ac- 
commodations should be provided outside 
the stables or whether the grooms are 
needed there for the protection of horses 
at night, and whatever other matters you 
want to speak about. 

MR. BURCH. I have a night watchman 
and he’s sufficient in the stable at night. 
Of course when he gets in any trouble 
there’s got to be some grooms nearby which 
he can reach. My grooms sleep in the 
house right close to the stable, and he can 
get to them pretty quick. But I don’t think 
it’s necessary to have the grooms sleep in 


the stable. 


MR. JACOBS. I don’t think any groom 
should be allowed to sleep in a stable. It’s 
all right to provide houses right near the 
stable. but not in the stable. That’s where 
all your fires have a chance to start. One 
comes in drunk or one thing and another. 
If they sleep in the stall, that’s their home 
and they’re all smoking in there. And then 
they have to have heat there. That’s where 
the trouble starts. 

MR. RUTCHICK. A man shouldn’t be 
allowed to sleep in the stable. We don’t 
need the men to sleep in the barns be- 
cause we have a watchman, Hirsch has a 
watchman. But the barns that have no 
watchman, there’s a problem there. Some- 
thing should be done by the management. 

MR. BURCH. I think it has been done 
at Belmont Park. I don’t know what they 
do in other stables but I know the Belmont 
Park watchmen have a clock. 

MR. WIDENER. He goes to every stable 
that has not got a watchman. 

MR. BURCH. He comes anyway. He 
comes to mine. 

MR. WIDENER. Well then. he checks 
on both, 

MR. BURCH. He’s got to punch his 
clock in our stable. 

MR. PHIPPS. Why should they be 
forced to have a watchman of their own 
in addition to the Belmont force? 

MR. WIDENER. You can’t force a per- 
son to do that. 
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MR. BURCH. I think all the big stables 
have. 

MR. RUTCHICK. But you can’t force 
the little fellows with two or three horses. 

MR. CASSIDY. You have 30 stalls in a 
stable and you have 10 people stabling 
there. if the 10 people stabling there would 
put together and hire one watchman for 
the stable it wouldn’t amount to much. 

MR. RUTCHICK, That would be very 
good. 

MR. CASSIDY. So that could be han- 
dled by the horsemen—prorated by the 
number of horses. 

MR. RUTCHICK. That could be han- 
dled all right. 

MR. RYAN. Id like to see that system 
in effect, but I wonder if the management 
couldn’t assign a watchman and make it 
mandatory in a public stable. The way I 
am at Belmont Park—I happen to have 
my own watchman—but there are five 
other people there. Those other people 
have never made any offer to me to use 
my man or to help pay his way. I don’t 
ask them and they haven’t asked me. But 
couldn’t management put a man in there 
from 6 p. m. at night until 6 a. m. and 
require us to prorate it on the number of 
horses we have in the barn to pay that 
man’s salary. 

MR. WIDENER. That’s what we are 
coing. The watchman visits every barn. 

MR. RYAN. He visits my barn too, and 
he has other barns to visit too, so he’s 
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away from the barn a good deal of the 
time. If we put a man right in that barn 
and left him there all night—you, the 
management, put a man in there, and we 
all assumed his salary, he’d stay right in 
that barn and not go to any other barn. 

MR. WIDENER. It could be done, but I 
think it is going to be a tough job for 
management to provide the watchmen. 
That would be the only trouble. 

MR. PHIPPS. The big stables all feel 
it is necessary to have their own watch- 
men. It is probably more important for 
the small stables on account of fire. 
Whether management should supply them 
and have them pay for it, or whether they 
should be told they have to have a watch- 
man, I don’t know. 

MR. RYAN. Mr. Phipps, you’d have five 
watchmen in my barn. 

MR. PHIPPS. No. I mean one watch- 
man per barn and the cost is split. 

MR. RYAN. If management put a man 
in there, I think everybody would be will- 
ing to pay his way, but I think manage- 
ment would have to put the man in there 
because a man who would satisfy me 
wouldn’t satisfy the fellow on the other 
side. 

MR. O'BRIEN. I have an objection to 
it because the man you put in there would 
probably be blamed for anything that went 
wrong with the horses during the night. I 
discussed this with Sol Rutchick last 
March after the fire at Jamaica and I sug- 
gested that perhaps the horsemen might do 
it on their own, engage Pinkertons, but I 
pointed out the expense of that. To a man 
with 2 or 3 horses, the expense is terrific. 

MR. CASSIDY. Not prorated. 

MR. O’BRIEN: Prorated it’s terribly 
high. It comes to $37 something per day, 
and that’s over $1.000 a month. 

MR. CASSIDY. $37 a day for a watch- 
man? 

MR. O’BRIEN. You have 2 or 3 shifts, 
8 hours a day. Or two shifts at night; they 
only work 8 hours. 

MR. CASSIDY. How many horses are 
in the stable you are speaking of? 

MR. O'BRIEN. We can accommodate 
22 to 26 stalls. 

MR. CASSIDY. It would cost them a 
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little over $1 a day, wouldn’t it? 

MR. WIDENER. A man could take care 
of two stables, couldn’t he? 

MR. O'BRIEN. We have a fire patrol— 
Pinkertons going around in a car and I 
think we are pretty well protected. Actual- 
ly the thing you all object to is the groom 
sleeping in the barn. The fire that we did 
have, there were I think 13 horses in the 
barn, there was nobody sleeping in the 
barn. There were two boys sleeping in the 
house right beside the barn who never 
heard the alarm or anything else. Our 
watchmen had to rout them out to get the 
horses out. It has slight advantages. I can 
see where the small horseman favors the 
groom sleeping with his horses, in case 
something goes wrong. Provided the room 
in which he is sleeping is fire-retarded, 
You'll always have the difficulty of getting 
the men out of the sleeping quarters to 
the fire, and those barns go up awfully 
fast, as Hirsch Jacobs and everyone else 
saw. 

MR. CASSIDY. How would it be if the 
grooms stayed in the stable or slept in the 
stable provided they slept in the stalls or 
tack rooms that were properly protected 
from the expansion of a fire. 

MR. JACOBS. That would be the only 
way you could let anyone sleep in the 
barn. To have it fireproof so at least if a 
fire did start there you'd have a chance to 
put it out, 

MR. CASSIDY. Would that be satis- 
factory? 

MR. BOWER. It seems to work at 
Keeneland, where they have put in 3 tack 
rooms at the end of each barn of con- 
crete block construction and _ concrete 
floors. They have gas in there too so you 
won't have any coal stoves or anything 
like that going. 

MR. JACOBS. With the fires and all it 
looks like the only thing we can do is what 
Belmont Park is doing. And in the long 
run it will be the cheapest thing of all, Put 
the sprinkler systems in, then you'll be 
able to sleep at night a little better. I 
think in the long run, no matter what we 


put in, like fire-retarding paints, one 
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thing or another, you spend a lst of mo2ey 
but when one of these barns goes up, that 
fire-retarding paint burns right up too. 
It’s all right with a small fire, but as soon 
as you get enough heat, it doesn’t last. 
For what it costs, in the long run the 
sprinkler system will be the best thing. 

MR. O'BRIEN, Personally I think fire 
hazards can be eliminated by the strict 
observance of the rules by the owners or 
trainers or whoever is in charge of the 
stable. 

MR. WIDENER. It’s very much better 
now. 

MR. O'BRIEN. Any fire we had at Ja- 
maica was traceable to the improper use 
of electrical equipment. They put 3-way 
plugs in an outlet where there is only 
supposed to be one. 

MR. WIDENER. I think they’re check- 
ing on that pretty carefully now. 

MR. O'BRIEN. We have hounded them 
on that and we don’t intend to let up. You 
can't stop fires, there are always accidents, 
but I think careless fires have been well 
taken care of in New York. 

MR. PHIPPS. The last fire at Belmont, 
nobody was in there. 

MR. WIDENER.,. But I think somebody 
probably went in there and smoked. 

MR. O’BRIEN. One thing connected 
with this, when a boy gets discharged, the 
trainer or owner should immediately take 
up those identification cards, I think some 
action should be taken on that. 

MR. CASSIDY. We're putting a notice 
on the overnight entries which calls the 
attention of the owners and trainers to 
their responsibility to pick up the cards 
and report them as soon as discharged. 

MR. O'BRIEN. The unemployed with 
an identification card is dangerous. Be- 
cause he goes out, gets half crocked, 
comes in the identification card, goes in 
some stable where he doesn’t belong and 
falls asleep. That’s the fellow who causes 
the trouble. It’s not the fellow who’s 
working in the stable. 


“Why not establish a closed area of the 
stable section like Santa Anita?” 


MR. WIDENER. I can answer that— 
we have already established that this year. 

MR. ORTELL. You're only speaking 
for Belmont Park. It’s not the same at 
Aqueduct or Jamaica. 

MR. O'BRIEN. You mean the fencing 
in of the stable area? 

MR. ORTELL. Well the closed area 
at Santa Anita, it is my understanding 
that no one can get in unless they have 
a badge, or a card of admittance. 

MR. JACOBS. They don’t stop horse- 
men that they know, or grooms that they 
know. You take the watchmen on the gate, 
if they know a groom or owner or train- 
er, you don’t have to show a badge, they 
let you go right through. At one time 
they wouldn’t. But I know when I was 
out there, they’d let you go through.

I’m stabled at Ja- 
maica, and I honestly believe that if we 
had men on foot to go under the shed 
from barn to barn during the entire night, 
you may find a lot of drunks here and 
there. 


MR. O’BRIEN. We do check the barns 
every night. 


MR. RUTCHICK. No, they have a car, 
they just pass by. It isn’t enough. I have 
a watchman, you don’t have to go under 
my shed. I’m talking about all the barns 
now, where they have no watchman. They 
should go right under the shed and if 
there are empty stalls there, they should 
look in them. You'll find some undesir- 
ables. P 


MR. CASSIDY. I think that’s a good
